I It is a high tax the citizens of 
I a district i>ay when they spend 
'school funds for the cheapest 
school teacher they can get, bet- 
ter pay more, be taxed more and 
have something for the money. 

The future of your hoys and 
girls depends upon the start they 
get in the public sehools. If full 
of inspiration they dig out a good 
education later; if discouraging 
they loae interest in life and be- 
come driftwood on society. Now 
lets form a plan to create an in- 
terest in the home of the pupil. 

Some children think they are go- 
ing to school just simply because 
it is school time and school is 
going on and their parents tell 
them they must go. But I know 
of some who never attend anv 
school. Now dear parents the 
education of your children de- 
pends on their future good and 
happiness, the crude material we 
are working on today are the fut- 
ure citizens of Kentucky, and 
as modern time changes all things 
we must change and get into the 
educational current and float and 
not drown. Get your childen in- 
terested at home when they come 
from school, you could inquire of 
them if they had mastered their 
lessons thoroughly, ask them 
something about their books they 
would be more than pleased to 
tell you anything they had learn- 
ed, and tell them you are send- 
ing them to school to learn and 
to be intelligent men and women 
and should be obedient and promt 
in their studies and insist upon 
them studying at night and every 
moment they have to spare.

Yet 
in distributinfc this fund, each 
mun, each community and each 
county was paid according to the 
amount and quality of tobacco 
that they delivered. This plan is 
adhered to regardless of the fact 
as to whether each section of the 
district averages exactly the 
same. 

As we have said before the 
object of the Association system 
is to give each man in the dis- 
trict the same price for the same 
quality of tobacco.

enced tobacco man— an expert in 
his line— one who is a competent 
judge of the different types of 
tobacco of tne District and their 
values. He has a general super- 
vision over all the graders in the 
uistrict. He vis.ts the different 
factories. He inspects the tob- 
acco that is being received and 
the grade book. It is his busi- 
ness to see that all the graders 
are doing their work properly. 
In fact it is his duty to see that 
every grower in the district no 
matter he delivers hit crop, gets 
the same price for tobacco of the 
same quality. He is an officer 
that is somewhat unpopular with 
the man who w-ants to get more 
than his share of the common 
fund, but is appreciated by every 
member who wants a fair deal 
all around- 

We told you at the beginning 
of this article that the grade 
average of the district never runs 
over the selling price. The fact 
is that type samples are so ar- 
ranged that it w’ill run slightly 
under it. 

In order to illustrate how this 
is managed let us take for ex- 
ample the 1907 crop. That year i 
the entire crop w-as sold at $8. 
per cwt. 

At the end of each w-eek the 
buyer paid in to the Association 
ithe difference between the 
amount paid to growers, and the 
amount that the tobacco would 
come to at $8. cwt. 

At the end of the season it was 
found that the amount so rec’d, 
was about 8 per cent of -Hhe 
amount paid to growers. 
the expense of running the' As- 
sociation was paid, the balMce 
was paid back to the farmen in 
an 8 per cent dividend. *

(Continued from last Week.) 

In last issue we told you some- 
thing of the system on which the 
association graded its tobacco. 
We told you that the graders at 
the different factories used type 
samples of the same quality. 
That they were working under 
the same instructions. And that 
they were all under the same 
general supervision, that of the 
superintendent of graders. 

In the Stemming District Tob- 
acco Association the district is 
the unit, and not the county or 
factories as some seem to think. 

As the grader represents the 
growers that deliver to him, so 
does the supt. of graders repre- 
sent every grower in the whole 
district, and sees that their in- 
terests are protected by keeping 
all graders on exactly the same 
basis. The business of this As- 
sociation is not run on the fine 
spun theories of the idealist, but 
is arranged to meet conditions, 
and deal with men as they actually 
exist.
